That Clarence Streit’s plan for a 
world federation as outlined in his 
book, “Union Now,” commands the 
interest and serious attention of Win- 
netka people can not be doubted by 
anyone who attended the meeting at 
Community House Wednesday eve- 
ning of last week.

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Perry Dunlap Smith Tells of 
Experiences in Rail Disaster

impressions of his experiences to a

tion to duty. Three died, one in my 
car, but the rest, while they could 
stand, never ceased to work to ex- 
tricate the passengers, get help to 
the injured and minister to the com- 
fort of the rest of us, never even 
noticing their own serious wounds,’’ 
he added. 

“I was asleep in Lower 6, Car 32. 
It was a new Pullman consisting of 
only six sections at the front end 
and five or six compartments (or 
roomettes) at the rear. We were 
about the middle of the train just in 
front of the diner and the club car. 

Series of Crashes 

“I had gone to bed at about 9:30, 
read in my comfortable berth until 
about 10 o’clock,” he continued, “and 
then went to sleep. I awoke with a 
feeling that something was wrong, 
then felt a severe crash and wonder- 
ed if the engineer was new and had 
slammed on the brakes too hard — 
another crash and I guessed the train 
must have hit something, a bus or a 
truck perhaps, then a tremendous 
crash and I knew it was serious. I 
felt the car leave the rails and bump 
for five or six seconds over the ties, 
but thank goodness still upright, I 
hoped the river was on the other side 
of the car for I could feel we were 
going to go off the embankment. Then 
we tipped over squarely on one side, 
came to a stop (against the engine 
which crushed in the front end of the 
car to within five feet of my head — I 
didn’t realize that, then, thank good-

Found Opening 



“Then the problem was to find the 
j opening in the curtains. I thought 
i of the children in Morning Exercise 
who get panicky and can’t find the 
opening in our stage curtains when 
they try to get off after speaking, soi 
I went at it slowly and my hand 
" found the opening almost at once. I 
got one foot under me, braced it 
against the mirror which is in the 
j solid part between the windows and 
carefully pushed myself up through 
the pile of iron, chair arms, seat 
cushions and bedding which was still 
. above me. I found the edge of the 
Pullman seat was still intact and 
pulled myself up on that. The other 
passenger was lying in a sort of 
hammock formed by the heavy cur- 
tains of my berth and seemed un- 
conscious but was breathing regu- 
larly though heavily. 

Crawled Through Window 

“As my eyes grew accustomed to 
the darkness, I noticed a grey spot 
above me where the car roof should 
have been. At first I thought it 
must be a hole in the roof and hoped 
it would be large enough to squeeze 
through (these steel cars are hard 
to figure a way out of — the ends are 
inevitably smashed in by the cars 
ahead and behind) but then I real- 
ized it must be the window for the 
car was on its side. As I began to 
climb toward that I heard two other 
passengers moving in the darkness 
— a man and a woman. He proved 
to be unhurt though he had fallen 
from the berth across the aisle, No. 
3, into No. 4 which was next to 
mine, No. 6. 

“The woman had also been across 
the aisle in No. 1, farther back in 
the car and had been thrown for- 
ward into No. 4. Her arm hurt 
badly and she was pretty cold. The 
man wanted us all to sit still and 
wait, for every time one moved it 
started more things sliding, but that 
steam could be heard escaping more 
violently than ever and I had also 
noticed a red glow that came in- 
termittently through the grey of the 
opening overhead, so I decided to 
investigate. I moved carefully and 
managed to crawl to the up-ended 
seat arm in No. 3 and by standing 

on that could reach the window over- 
head. 

“It was a new car and the window 
catches were not jammed— they are 
hard to open under the best of cir- 
cumstances— but, thank goodness, I 
have some of what Professor John- 
son O’Connor calls manual dexterity 
and my finger grip has not all van- 
ished from my crew days at college 
so I got the first window open a few 
inches at a time. The outer window 
was harder but that yielded to per- 
suasion with the help of a broken 
piece of iron and I poked my head 
into the cold air. 

Everything Quiet 

“There was a full moon behind 
the clouds which diffused the light 
over the wreck. I could see the 
river below us and realized that my 
escaping steam was only the sound 
' of the waterfalls from which the 
town gets its name. A red Neon 
sign was flashing on and off in the 
' town across the river — that account- 
I ed for the red glow which had wor- 
ried me. Everything was quiet and 
the wrecked cars lay peacefully at 
1 abnormally erratic, disturbing an- 
gles along the cliff and across the 
tracks. I hoped the block signals 
were working but decided not to 
worry about that just yet. A group 
of people were peering down at us 
' from the U.S. No. 5 concrete high- 
way which runs along the top of the 
cliff. I called and asked if they could 
throw down a flash-light, but they 
had none so I returned within the 
car to assure my three cell-mates 
that we were in no immediate dan- 
ger and could leave by the window 
we were ready.

Organized Search 
“We then started to organize our- 
selves and a search among the tan- 
gled mass of debris for our clothes, 
for we were getting pretty cold in 
our thin night-clothes. The lady’s 
arm hurt pretty badly but she was 
very brave about it. We found an 
overcoat for her and wrapped her in 
it — then each began to find things 
in the jumble. It was like Swiss 
Family Robinson, for each new find 
meant we could be more comfort- 
able, and cheered us greatly. The 
gentleman of No. 5 had recovered 
and though dazed he found my suit- 
case. I got my slippers out and put 
them on, as standing on broken iron 
and glass was difficult in bare feet. 
The others soon found coats and suit 
cases, until in the blackness my 
trousers turned up. That gave me 
more warmth, and my purse, and 
above all my jack-knife which I had 
wanted sorely when trying to get 
through curtains and seat cushions. 
Soon everyone had enough clothes 
to keep warm. Then a man on the 
roof handed down a flash-light and 
with that I dug deep into the pile 
and got everyone’s shoes,” he re- 
lated. 

Crash of Glass 

“While down in the bottom I 
heard a great clash of glass and 
learned from No. 3’s curses that a 
rescuer on the roof had stepped 
through one of the windows above, 
showering us with broken glass. I 
then had the brilliant idea that as 
I had been able to get one window 
open there must be others and that 
we could get more light that way. 
Sure enough I managed to open one 
in No. 5 and got the curtain up on 
the other. The rescuer needed his 
lantern back then, but we could see 
dimly with the curtains up. I put 
my head out again and saw that the 
work of rescue was proceeding rap- 
idly. There were hundreds of peo- 
ple there — ladders from the fire de- 
partment were up on many cars and 
serious cases were being lifted out. 

“I heard a doctor on the track be- 
low me asking for something on 
which to place the injured and 
called to him to see if he could use 



bedding from our car. He said he 
could take all we could spare so my 
companion in Section 5 who had 
completely recovered by now hand- 
ed mattresses up to me and I got 
them through the window and down 
to the people on the tracks below. 
We got out all the bedding we could 
find and then I returned to cut away 
the seat cushions and got several of 
them out to the doctor. They called 
up to ask if we needed help but 
when I asked the lady she was sure 
her arm was not broken and that 
she could take care of herself. 

Climbed Out Window 

"Soon she was lifted out of the f 
window by one of the rescue crew 
and taken down a ladder. The gen- 
tleman in berth 3 had gone when | 
next I looked and so as other res- 
cuers had begun to come into the i 
cave we had cleared in our end of | 
the car. things were getting disor- 
ganized again. I borrowed a flash- 
light and peered over the partition I 
toward the front exit of the car for I 
I thought I had heard some one 
moving there, but it was smashed 
shut (I afterwards found it was the 
engine into which we had plowed 
that was there), so, after calling 
and getting no answer, I collected 
my overcoat and my two suit-cases 
and climbed out the window. 

“The cold had made the moisture 
condense heavily on the steel sides j 
of the cars. It was slippery, but I 
crept across two cars and reached i 
a ladder up to the cliff. There the \ 
good citizens of Little Falls had or- 
ganized a taxi service to the one ho- 
tel and ambulance service to the 
hospital. At the hotel I found it was 
1 o’clock. I sent off telegrams and 
after a bath got into dry clothes 
(my exertions had made my pajam- 
as wringing wet), and found only a 
few cuts on my feet and hands. At | 
3 o’clock we were told to go to the 
railroad station to wait for a rescue 
train from Utica. 

Power Lines Down 

“There' were no lights there. All 
the power lines had been sheared 
off. but they brought lanterns and 
hot coffee and made everyone com- 
fortable. The conductor, a man 64 
years old with seven service stripes, 
limped in. His head was swathed in 
a bandage and the Pullman blanket 
he wore was bloody, but he refused 
both help and food until he was sure 
all passengers were cared for. This 
was typical of all railroad em- 
ployees. I almost had to force him 
to take a sandwich and some coffee 
that the local Y.M.C.A. secretary 
had brought. 

“At about 3:30, a.m. the relief 
train backed out and brought us to 
Utica, 20 miles west, at 4:30. There 
they gave us breakfast and made up 
a train with Pullmans which took us 
through to Chicago which we 
reached 14 hours later at 8 o’clock. 
They could not have treated us with 
more consideration.” 

Notes Quiet Courage 

Mr. Smith concluded by saying: 
"Everything was done for our com- 
fort. It was hard not to think about 
the others who were not with us 
now. I wondered if any except we 
four in the front sections had es- 
caped. The poor porter, I knew, 
had died, and one official told me 
that at least three more bodies had 
been taken out before he left, and 
111 from the car ahead. 

“It seemed incredible that so 
much stark tragedy could have 
taken place all around us and yet 
passed us comfortably by. But the 
greatest wonder of all was the quiet 
courage and fortitude of the people 
in such a sudden catastrophy:

Leland Stowe, America’s ace for- 
eign correspondent, who has been on 
duty in Europe since the Nazis 
marched into Poland, will pre- 
sent his eye-witness story of the war 
Wednesday night, February 19, at 
the Evanston Town Hall meeting at 
the Woman’s club of Evanston. He 
will speak on "Hitler Over Europe.” 

Tiie lecture, one of the first he 
will give after his return from 
abroad, was arranged this week by 
Mrs. Wesley W. Polk, the Town 
Hall’s managing director, as soon as 
word came that he has been granted 
a furlough from his post and is re- 
turning shortly on the Atlantic Clip- 
per. Originally scheduled to address 



the Town Hall last November, he 
was unable to leave his European 
assignment at that time. 

In Europe since September, 1939, 
Mr. Stowe has been making journ- 
alistic history with his stories of the 
war. He filed his first dispatches 
from London, moved to Finland in 
time to witness the Russian inva- 
sion and then to Oslo where 
he scooped the world press with his 
account of the betrayal of Norway. 
Since then he has covered the mael- 
strom of events in the Balkans and 
had a battlefront seat while witnes- 
sing the Greeks’ rout of the Ital- 
ians in Albania. More recently he 
has been in Egypt.

The United States Defense Sav- 
ings bonds and Postal Savings 
stamps will be placed on sale in 
the Winnetka post office at the open- 
ing of business on Thursday, May 1, 
ias part of the national effort to make 
America impregnable. 

Postmaster Arthur M. Kloepfer 
this week announced that plans are 
nearly completed for this communi- 
ty, along with thousands of others 
from coast to coast, to do its full 
part at the opening of the savings 
program. 

Postmaster General Frank C. 
Walker, in a letter to postmasters 
throughout the country, said that the 
help of local postmasters would be 
“a real service to the country.” 

The new Defense Savings bond is 
similar to the familiar “baby bond,” 

,it Jof which more than five billion dol- 
lars worth have been bought by 
more than two and a half million 
Americans since 1935. 

A Defense bond may be purchased 
May 1, or thereafter, for $18.75. In 
ten years, this bond will be worth 
$25.00. This is an increase of 33 1|3 
per cent, equal to an annual interest 
return of 2.9 per cent, compounded 
semi-annually. Any time after 60 
days from the date of purchase, the 
bond may be redeemed for cash, in 
accordance with a table of redemp- 
tion values printed on the face of 
the bond. 

To spread investments widely 
among all the people in America, 
a limit of $5,000 has been set on the 
amount of these bonds to be bought 
by any one person in one year. The 
bonds are in denominations of $25. 
$50, $100, $500 and $1,000, all of which 
are sold for 75 per cent of their ma- 
turity value and all of which ma- 
ture in ten years. 

For large investors who can afford 
to purchase up to $50,000 worth of 
bonds a year, the Treasury depart- 
ment has issued two additional kinds 
i of Defense Savings bonds, but these 
will be sold only through banks and 
by direct mail from Washington, 
D.C. They are intended for associa- 
tions, trustees and corporations, as 
' well as individual purchasers. 

For the smaller investor who 
wants to buy a Government bond 
on an easy payment plan, the post 
office will have a new series of Post- 
al Savings stamps, at 10 cents, 25 
cents, 50 cents, $1.00 and $5.00. Each 
> PUrschaser of any Savings stamp 
higher than 10 cents will be given, 
free of charge, an attractive pocket 
album in which to paste his stamps 
until he has enough to buy a $25 
4 ‘ bond or one of higher denomination. 

Thirty million of these albums are

First speaker in the educational 
series for students of North Shore 
Country Day school, Dr. William 
Montgomery McGovern, will be 
heard at 11 o’clock Monday morn- 
ing, October 13, at the school. He 
will discuss “The Importance of the 
; Pacific.” 

Dr. McGovern is an author and 
! explorer as well as a professor of 
political science at Northwestern uni- 
versity. As an explorer he has led 
expeditions through Tibet, Peru and 
the Amazon basin. For two years 
he was war correspondent for the 
Chicago Times in the Far East 
and saw action with the Chinese 
armies in 1938. He reads and speaks 
Chinese and Japanese with the ease 
and understanding of a native, and 
is widely consulted as an authority 
on Pacific relations. He is an ex- 
ceptionally colorful personality and 
dynamic speaker. 

Following Dr. McGovern on this 
series will be the Hampton quartet, 
colored singers of Negro spirituals, 
who will present their concert on 
October 23. These singers from 
Hampton institute in Virginia inter- 
pret their spirituals with the deep 
reverence and understanding which 
can come only from unity with the 
i music. The harmony and spiritual- 
| ity to be found in these songs are 
unforgettable. 

On Monday, November 3, Rene 
Dussaq will talk on “A South 
American’s View of South America.” 
Born in the Argentine and edu- 
cated in Europe, Rene Dussaq is 
equally familiar with the life of 
both the North and South American 
peonies. His father, a Cuban citizen 
of French descent, was a delegate 
at the “peace conference” in Gene- 
va. His mother is an Argentinian. 
His cousin is a Chilian, president 
of the textile industry in Chile. His 
sister lives in Brazil, while an old- 
er brother is head of a business 
firm in Cuba. The young Argentin- 
ian attended universities in Swit- 
zerland and Havana; was Swiss and 
Cuban tennis champion, cockswain 
of a victorious Olympic rowing team 
and a noted swimmer. Mr. Dussaq 
will discuss the distinctive differ- 
ences between the South American 
republics. His lecture will provide 
an unusual insight into the Latin 
American peoples.

Mr. Hoogerhyde takes one 
back to the days when the longbow 
was the standard fighting equip- 
ment of the armies of the world, to 
the days of Robin Hood and his 
Merry Men with their tales of mir- 
aculous shooting, and then brings 
one down to the present with stories 
I of big game hunting now being done 
'with the bow and arrow. This lec- 
ture is followed by a spectacular 
demonstration of long shots, back- 



hand shots, power shots, and trick 
shots. 

On February 12, Thomas Hart 
Benton, acclaimed by Grant Wood 
as the greatest American artist 
today, will talk on “American Art.”

On Monday, March 2, Dr. May- 
nard C. Krueger, professor of eco- 
nomics at the University of Chicago 
and a frequent participant in the 
Round Table discussions, will dis- 
cuss “Making Labor Responsible.” 
A graduate of the University of Mis- 
souri, Dr. Krueger studied for five 
years in western and central Europe 
doing research in the fields of mod- 
ern European history, political sci- 
ence, and economics. Dr. Krueger 
deals with current problems in the 
constructive spirit which has made 
him one of the country’s most ef- 
fective undergraduate teachers.

Defense Activities 

Stamps — The sale of Defense 
Stamps at North Shore Country Day 
school has been going on since be- 
fore Christmas under the direction 
of committees of the Upper and Mid- 
dle schools.

Books — Under the stimulus of the 
ninth grade girls several hundred 
volumes have been collected in the 
library campaign. The girls have 
dramatized their efforts during an- 
nouncement time in assembly and 
have met with a steady response.

With the assistance of K. V. Bal- 
linger, business manager of the 
school, a baler has been built and 
is of material assistance in packag- 
ing scraps. 

Red Cross — Jack C. Anderson, di- 
rector of physical education, is con- 
ducting a class in first aid with the 
senior girls. The girls meet twice a 
week after school hours for instruc- 
tion. 

Knitting seems to be a universal 
occupation among the girls, but 
more important is the sewing class 
organized under Madame Lily M. 
Parker. This class is performing a 
much needed work for the Red 
Cross which has less difficulty in 
recruiting knitters than it has in get- 
ting necessary sewing done.

cational Series for Students. His sub- 
ject will be “American Art.” 

Benton is almost a fabulous char- 
acter. He has been largely respon- 
sible for the growth of a native art 
that in accomplishment is second 
to none in the world. Controversy 
has centered around this noted 
American artist for the past quar- 
ter of a century. 

Seven years ago Benton deserted 
New York for his native state of 
Missouri, declaring that the artist 
must turn back to his own locale for 
subject matter if he is to create a 
genuinely American art. 

Thomas Hart Benton was born in 
1889. in Neosho, Mo., on the edge of 
the Missouri Ozarks and began his 
art training at the Art Institute of 
Chicago when he was 16. At 19 he 
left for Paris where he studied for 
several years later returning to 
New York. With his murals at the 
Whitney Museum and the New 
School for Social Research he hit 
his stride in this type of work, cul- 
minating in the famous synchron- 
ized murals of the history of both 
Indiana and Missouri. 

On returning to Missouri, after 
twenty years’ absence, he determin- 
ed to live and work there and be- 
came the pioneer in focusing atten- 
tion upon the American scene as a 
rich source of material for the con- 
temporary artist. In his autobio- 
graphy, published several years 
ago, he reiterated his intention not 
to return to New York nor to parti- 
cipate in its art activities until the 
abuses in the field were eliminated. 

Of Distinguished Family 

Benton is a member of Missouri’s 
most revered political family. Thom- 
as Hart Benton, granduncle of the 
artist, was Missouri’s first senator 
and next to Jackson himself the 
most important democrat of the 
Jacksonian era. Benton’s father was 
a United States District Attorney 
for Missouri and later served in 
Congress. 

Thomas Craven in “A Treasury 
of Art Masterpieces” says “Ben- 
ton stands today as the foremost ex- 
ponent of the multifarious opera- 
tions of American life. His paint- 
ing is a complex instrument; in 
popular appeal, a folk art, but fun-

Helping hands across the seas are 
being extended, week by week, by 
American children at North Shore 
Country Day school, Winnetka, to 
British youngsters, victims of total 
war waged on noncombatants. 

Miss Lillian Griffin’s fourth-grade 
pupils are carrying on the work of 
knitting and sewing buttons on pa- 
jamas for English children, some 
of whom have been bombed out of 
their homes, others refugees sent 
out of the war areas, still others 
suffering from war wounds. 

When the North Shore pupils finish 
an article, they send a letter to be 
enclosed. This activity began last 
year, at the height of the bomb 
raids, and some of the local boys 
and girls have received answers 
and started regular correspondence. 

Not only a letter, but paper, a 
pencil and English postage stamps 
are also sent to war’s victims over- 
seas. The stamps are obtained from 
the British consul in Chicago, since 
British children cannot obtain them 
due to war regulations. 

Meanwhile, another war-relief ac- 
tivity undertaken by Country Day 
fourth-grade pupils and their par- 
ents is the American Red Cross sew- 
ing and knitting project headed by 
Mrs. John I. Shaw. The pupils and 
parents gather each Saturday morn- 
ing at Mrs. Shaw’s home, 21 Wood- 
ley road, Winnetka. 

One of the letters written in the 
fourth grade at Country Day to one 
of the English children, reads as 
follows: 

“Dear child: I hope you enjoy these 
pajamas. I only sewed the buttons on 
I hope you write me and I hope you carl 
understand my writing.

Junior Kindergarten Class to 
Be Established at Country Day 



Perry Dunlap Smith, headmaster 
of North Shore Country Day school, 
has announced the addition of a new 
four-year-old junior kindergarten to 
the school’s already established five- 
year-old kindergarten class. The 
new group will be limited to a maxi- 
mum of 15 pupils and will open 
Monday, September 21. 

“Certain studies made in recent 
years,” said Mr. Smith, "have 
shown us that children who have 
kindergarten experience progress 
faster in the grades; that they make 
higher scores on certain mental and 
achievement tests than do non-kind- 
ergarten children, and further, that 
they show a lower percentage of 
failures in the grades. They also 
receive better ratings on social 
traits than non-kindergarten child- 
ren, and those boys and girls who 
have had more than a year of 
kindergarten obtain better ratings on 
social traits than those who have 
had only one year. 

“By organizing a two year kinder- 
garten program that takes account 
of the nature and needs of young 
children, that offers a variety and 
progression of experiences, and pro- 
vides thorough integration with the 
elementary school, we feel that we 
can better serve the needs of early 
childhood.” 

Plan Separate Classroom 

The new four-year-old group will 
be assigned their own, individual 
classroom in Walling hall which is 
situated in the center of the 16-acre 
campus, and which is considered by 
school building architects and educa- 
tors as being one of the most modern 
and completely equipped elementary 
school buildings in the middle west. 

As explained by Aileen Robinson, 
dean of the Lower school; “Four- 
year-old children are not as yet very 
social. They like to play near other 
children rather than with them, and 
tend to be passive followers when 
associated with a group of five-year- 
olds. Consequently, at North Shore 
Country Day we adhere to the policy 
of maintaining separate classrooms 
for each of the kindergarten groups. 
These rooms are necessarily large 
because they must supply the need- 
ed space for vigorous play. They al- 
so need to be well equipped and 
homelike. Fortunately, our kinder- 
garten rooms were conceived and 
built at a time when the importance 
of these factors were appreciated. 
All rooms are consequently air-con- 
ditioned, have an abundence of sun- 
light and such home-like appurte- 
nances as fire-places, rugs, and 
plants.” 

Two new kindergarten teachers. 
Eva Sigrid and Jean L. Morrill, have 
been added to the faculty, under the 
supervision of Dean Robinson. 

Daily Health Inspection 

“One of the main reasons for 
the excellent health record in our 
Lower school,” said Mrs. Robinson, 
“is the every-morning health inspec- 
tion given by the school’s physician 
to each child. Furthermore, since 
the health of this age group is para- 



mount, we have adopted the most 
rigid routines with respect to rest 
periods. The children’s nap period 
is literally barricaded from inter- 
ruption. The School’s switchboard is 
prohibited from communicating with 
the kindergarten rooms during rest 
periods, and shades are drawn so 
that the children may take their 
naps in darkened rooms.” 

Cites Objectives 

Asked about the curriculum and 
aijns.of tbe two kindergarten groups. 
Mrs. Robinson stated that one of 
tlip first objectives, which both par- 
ents and teachers desire, is to help 
the child in learning how to get 
along well with other people. This 
must be learned through practice, 
and few- homes supply the needed 
number of young people for success- 
ful learning. In order to benefit chil- 
dren from the standpoints of health, 
happiness, and social adjustments, 
the modern junior and senior kin- 
dergarten schools, take into consid- 
eration all that has been learned in 
recent years, through the research 
of Child Development Centers, of 
the nature and needs of children. In 
the case of small children this calls 
for ample space for activities and 
for materials which are large 
enough to encourage the use of the 
large trunk muscles. No longer are 
small children presented with the 
small, fine materials of the Froebel- 
ian kindergarten because eyes and 
hands, neves and muscles are not 
yet ready for such co-ordinations. 

A point which Mrs. Robinson em- 
phasized is that often for four-year- 
old children schools furnish excellent 
facilities for outdoor play but when 
the youngster progresses to the five- 
year-old group, the program is 
changed into an almost wholly in- 
door experience. 

“This is neither necessary (except 
that schools seldom have the proper 
outdoor facilities for five-year-olds) 
nor sound educationally,” Mrs. Rob- 
inson said. “The changes in proced- 
ure between junior and senior 
kindergarten should be gradual, 
even as the growth of the child is 
gradual, and not marked by a dis- 
tinct break. Hence at Country Day a 
good portion of each day’s program 
is planned for out-of-door activities. 
The campus, with its wooded hill- 
side amd broad fields, offers unusual 
opportunities for all types of play 
within the safe confines of the school 
grounds. There is no need for chil- 
dren to leave the campus to enjoy 
a wide variety of outdoor pleasures 
—sand box, swings, wheel toys to 
ride on the foot paths, ample garden 
space, trees to climb, boxes and 
boards for large constructions and 
best of all a natural hill for coasting 
in the winter and a real skating rink 
for adventuresome beginners.” 

A fact which cannot be over-em- 
phasized, according to Mrs. Robin- 
son, is that the modern pre-kinder- 
garten and kindergarten schools are 
no longer detached educational units 
of an elementary school. One of 
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kindergarten teacher. Mrs. Robin- 
son is a native of Canada and re- 
ceived her elementary education in 
private schools there. She graduat- 
ed from Hudson, Mass., High 
school and from Smith college 
(B.A., 1922), following which she 
did graduate work at the Merrill - 
Palmer school in Detroit, specializ- 
ing in the field of nursery school 
techniques and parent education. 
She received the degree of master 
of arts in the field of elementary 
school education from Smith col- 
lege, 1934. For 16 summers she has 
been actively engaged in summer 
camp work, from the White and 
Green mountains to the French Alps 
and the Rockies. This summer she 
has studied under Dr. Donald Dur- 
rell, Director of the Educational 
clinic, Boston university. 

Miss Sigrid has been engaged in 
child training both in Europe and 
the United States for the last fifteen 
years. She received her early train- 
ing at St. Christopher college, 
Letchworth Harts, England, and 
under Dr. Maria Montessori in Lon- 
don, where she acquired the Mon- 
tessori diploma. She also has had 
training at the National College of 
Education, Evanston. For four 
years, Miss Sigrid was associated 
in Winnetka with Dorothy Sears’ 
Montessori school and during the

] bound up in you. We miss you sore- 
| ly and think of you and pray for 
! your safety constantly. There is not 
i one of us that would not gladly 
stand in your place or stand beside 
you if we could, but as long as that 
is impossible, we are each of us 
carrying on in every way that we 
can so as to back you up and keep 
a constant supply of replacements 
flowing to you. 

We are pardonably proud of you 
and your work. We hope you, too, 
will be proud of your old school and 
what your schoolmates are doing 
and have done in this fight for free- 
dom to which we are all giving ev- 
erything we have. I know you will 
be, when you learn what a great 
record your schoolmates have al- 
ready made. 

Seven at Pearl Harbor 

When the Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor, they found seven of our 
graduates in the armed services 
already there. These lads were all 
volunteers and had won commis- 
sions in the Army or Navy. They 
gave a good account of themselves. 
They had not waited for the emer- 
gency to come to their homes be- 
fore they offered their services; 

' they went out to do their bit to de- 
fend all homes everywhere before 
many of their fellow citizens were 
willing to admit that this was our 
war. That is typical of what you all 
are doing now. It is what we tried 
to teach you from the day the school 
was founded, to face problems 
squarely and fearlessly, to take ac- 
tion promptly and decisively, and 
to accept each one his part of the 
responsibility for the welfare and 
happiness of all the others. You 
have lived up to the school tradi- 
tions magnificently. You have not 
been afraid of having convictions; 
you have made it your business to 
have convictions and to have them 
well founded on a sound basis of 
facts; but, above all, you have not 
hesitated to back up your convic- 
tions with action when need be. We 
are all proud of you. We are just as 
proud of those of you who were in j 
the service on December 7, 1941, j 
but whose duties had not placed you 
at the Pearl Harbor station. There 
was a large number of you in that 
group and who are now proudly 
wearing the gold ribbon of “before 
Pearl Harbor service.” You could 
be found all the way from Iceland 
to San Diego and Alaska, and you .

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Senior Girls at Country Day to 
Take Summer Work in Child Care

In order to prepare its girls to be 
of service to the community this 
summer, North Shore Country Day 
school is offering a course in “Child 
Care” to a group of senior girls. This 
course is to be recognized by' the 
State Welfare committee of the OCD j 
and upon completion of the work 
the girls will be granted certificates 
as Junior Child Care Aides. 

The work consists of fifteen hours 
of lectures on the physical, social 
and emotional growth of young chil- 
dren. Fifteen hours will be spent in 
observation at social settlements, | 
clinics and nursery schools. The 
girls are obtaining practical experi- 
ence by working directly with the 
young children of the four, five, six 
and seven year old groups at Coun- 
try Day, under the guidance of the 
grade teachers. They are devoting 
twenty-four hours to practice teach- 
ing. 

The course has been organized 
and is directed by Aileen Robinson, 
head of the Lower school, and by 
Jean Morrill, director of the Senior 
kindergarten. Mrs. Robinson grad- 
uated from Smith college following , 
which she did graduate work at the 
Merrill Palmer school, specializing 
in the field of nursery school tech- 
niques and parent education. She re- 
ceived the degree of Master of Arts 
in the field of Elementary school 
education from Smith college. Last 
summer she studied under Dr. Don- 
ald Durrell, director of the Educa- ' 
tional clinic, Boston university. 

Jean Morrill is a graduate of Bryn , 
Mawr college and received her Mas- 
ter of Arts degree at Teachers 
college. Columbia university, follow- ‘ 
ing this w'th postgraduate work al 
National College of Education. 

Want Volunteer Workers 
Ten Chicago Settlement Houses j 1 
and Children’s Centers have written 
to the school indicating their desire •, 
to use these volunteer workers this I 
summer. Several have stated their : 
need is critical and that they hope 
the girls will be willing to work 
with children from two to eight years 
of age. Among the centers request- 
ing junior workers are the Abraham 
Lincoln, Association House, Bethle- 
hem Community Center, Chicago 
Commons, Erie Neighborhood House 
and Onward Neighborhood House. 
Admittedly the care of young chil- 
dren of mothers working in defense 
industries, and the out-of-school care 
of the elementary school child are 
major problems for our country. The 
girls are enthusiastic at the thought 
of being equipped to be of real serv- 
ice to their community this summer.
